PROVINCIAL  RESPfflSIBIl  ITIFS 

Since  provincial  administrations  are  closer  to  the  actual 
management  scene,  they  are,  in  most  cases,  responsible  for  regulation 
legislation,  local  administration  and  planning  the  major  role  in 
pollution  abatement  and  control. 

The  federal  government  (Environment  Canada)  has  the  authority  to 
deal  with  pollution  problems  that  spill  over  provincial  and 
international  boundaries.   Together  the  federal  and  provincial 
government  carry  out  co-operative  programs. 

The  Great  Lakes  are  of  particular  note  here.   Their  management 
is  a  joint  Canada/United  States  responsibility  because  of  the 
international  nature  of  the  waters.
